k ing came last Thursday , when word 
of looting in the city reached the 
American consulate. 
My 
husband, 
the Consul, advised us to remain 
calm and not to worry . Hi* ordered 
the Consulate relief guard to disarm 
explaining he did not want the Can­ 
tonese to find us armed or aggres­ 
sive. 
lie passed the word to Americans 
gathered at Nank ing 'University and 
elsewhere not to mak e the slightest 
resistence and not 
to 
antagonize 
the Chinese. 
Then we learned the natives had 
looted the British 
Consulate 
and 
shot the Consul General. 
“ Get y our guns, men—we’re 
in 
for it,” my husband ordered. 
He decided to evacuate the con­ 
sulate, although we did not 
have 
any idea even the Cantonese would 
desecrate such places. 
Our party of 24 started for So­ 
eony hill with a small 
guard 
of 
Marines. 
In the first group were a party of 
seventh day advenists, my husband, 
my self and our two children with a 
large American flag. 
We set out towards Soeony 
hill, 
but had scarcely gone two block s 
when a group of uniformed Canton­ 
ese soldiers started firing at us. 
They continued firing all along the 
two miles to Soeony 
hill. 
Sry pers 
continued to shoot at us from alley s 
while the main body 
of attack ers 
k ept about 100 y ards away . 
We alternately 
dodged, 
walk ed 
and ran the entire distance. 
Finally Cantonese troops almost 
surrounded us and we feared 
the 
worst. Just then we reached a bam­ 
boo grove. Marine Plumley , one of 
the guard, fell wounded on the edge 
of the grove. He then did one 
of 
the most 
heroic things I have ever 
seen. 
Badly hurt 
and 
ly ing on 
the 
ground, he started firing at the N a­ 
tionalist soldiers, k illing 
two 
and 
k eeping the rest at hay . 
Almost exhausted, we made 
our 
way, f or the mile more 
to 
Soeony 
house. We 
f ound many there ahead 
of US.

With Natural Resources 


Rushville is as dry as a hone! 
No, that is not a statement from 
federal or state prohibition enforce­ 
ment officers, but comes from 
the 
Harmon-Xess Company of Cincin­ 
nati, Chicago, New York and other 
places. 


The TTarmon-Ness company 
spC' 
cializes in drilling water wells, 
and 
guarantees to deliver water in quan­ 
tities that are measured in so many 
millions of gallons for each 
24 
hours. They can drill such wells, it 
is understood, in the midde of 
the 
Sahara desert and get the guaran­ 
teed results. 
But Rushville, they contend, 
is 
even drier beneath the earth’s sur­ 
face, than the great 
desert. Sixteen 
times have they moved their rigging 
from point to point, hoping to 
sink 
the thing in a pool of water 
that 
will create for them the 800,000 gal­ 
lons of water for Rushville's daily 
consumption. 
Sixteen times have they 
failed. 
The last test was completed Friday 
on the Ed 
Churchill 
farm, 
just 
northwest of Rushville, and no trace 
of any encouraging 
water supply 
was found. 
This time last y ear the company 
spent much time mak ing test holes 
in the vicinity of Memorial 
park , 
and finally selected a spot at 
the 
north end of Sexton street. 
They 
drilled their well here, and it 
de­ 
livered tlu* capacity for a time, and 
then began to drop. The guarantee 
holds good for one y ear, or the city 
pay s no money . The city contracted 
for such a well at more than $8,000. 
When the capacity began to drop, 
and the well steadied down to about 
300 gallons a minute or only 
about 
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GO percent of what was guaranteed, 
the eitv ask ed that something 
be 
done, and the company has 
been 
here for several week s attempting 
j 
to drill a well that will 
meet 
the 
j 
necessary requirements. 
The city in the meantime is 
us­ 
ing th« * 300 gallon well that 
was 
placed in operation last y ear, and 
it was hoped that an equally 
as 
good well would he obtained for the 
second attempt. 
The concern has moved their test­ 
ing machinery armuiu in various lo­ 
calities close to Rushville but so far 
no spot has indicated! an 
available 
water supply . Next week they 
will 
move into some other spot and con­ 
tinue their efforts. 
It is desired to k eep the drilling 
as cdose as possible to Rushville, on

Cattle

considerably, 
lighter 
re­ 
ceipts locally and at the other prin­ 
cipal markets this week, the cattle 
market has recuperated after 
the 
weakness displayed at the close of 
last week and the fore part of this. 
Wth a smaller supply, more buyers 
entered the market, packers contin­ 
uing to buy short fed cattle 
more 
liberally. Apparently the light and 
medium weights are in better 
flesh 
and showing a higher dressing per­ 
centage. Chicago is closing with fed 
steers and she-stoek at new high 
prices for the season. 
There 
has 
been a marked falling % off in 
the 
supply of cattle at all markets dur­ 
ing March and it is reported 
that 
they are the smallest since last Ap­ 
ril. This is quite a contrast to a year 
ago when the market was receiving 
the largest surplus of weighty steers 
in recent years. 
Cows and 
good 
light heifers advanced with steers. 
Good feeder steers are reported to 
be the smallest in vears. 


Hogs 
Receipts generally, were 
much 
lighter than a week ago, 
the 
de- 
crease amounting to approximately 
79,000 for the tirst four days 
of 
the week at the 
eleven 
principal 
markets. Light receipts seem to be 
the only strengthening factor in the 
hog market, .because any 
increase 
above the 
normal 
supply 
brings 
lower prices. 
The 
dressed 
trade

Fishing May Not be Done Outside 
County Without License, Under 
The New Statute 


COPY IS RECEIVED HERE 


Drastic changes were made by the 
legislature concerning hunting 
and 
fishing licenses and soldiers’ per­ 
mits, according to a copy of the law* 
received here by Leonard Barlow*, 
county clerk. 
Under the new law, licenses 
will 
be issued only for the current year, 
and not from year to year of 
the 
date of taking out the licenses. The 
present method dates the 
license 
whe nthe applicant applies and pays 
the one dollar, but the new law will 
make all licenses expire December 
31 of each year. Present licenses 
will be honored until they 
expire, 
but after that the licenses will 
be 
uniform and expire at the 
same 
time each year. 
^ 
'Another change in the law 
gov­ 
erns fishing outside the county. Any 
resident is 
permitted to fish now 
in his own 
county or 
adjoining 


counties, w*ithout a license, but the 
new law limits such fishing only to 
the resident county, and if fishing is 
done in any other county it is nec­ 
essary to have a license. Wives 
of 
those holding licenses cannot fish on 
the same permit, but must have sep­ 
arate licenses, according to the new 
law, and children under 18 may tish 
any place within the state without 
a permit. 
Soldiers and others entitled 
to 
fish and hunt without paying 
the 
fees, must apply at the clerk’s of­ 
fice for new certificates and must 
not attempt to fish or hunt on their 
former permits,the law sets out.

Shanghai Tension Increased 
Shanghai, March 26— (10.20 
p. 
M.)—<U.R>— Evacuation of foreigners 
from the interior of the 
Yangtze 
valley was proceeding rapidly today 
and in this city, tension was increas­ 
ing rapdly as night fell. 
All posts 
were heavily guarded 
and U. S. 
Marines were sent to another post 
in the lines supporting the British 
in the western sector. 
Anti-foregin feeling 
was growing 
in Shanghai today 
as 
resentment 
against the bombardment of Nan­ 
king by British and American, gun­ 
boats was fanned by native agita­ 
tors. Heavy guards were on duty at 
all outposts of the foreign settle­ 
ment and armed patrols circulated 
•between the posts. 
The steamer 
Kungwo 
Wenchoa, 
carrying 
200 
foreigners, 
mostly 
Americans, from Nanking and other 
dangerous interior 
points 
arrived 
here today. Hundreds of Americans 
and Britshers gathered at the dock 
to meet the boat, hoping for 
word 
from friends and relatives 
in the 
interior. 
Many at the dOek were wives of 
men who remained at their p o s ts i.i 
Nanking and elsewhere after send­ 
ing their families to the relative saf­ 
ety of Shanghai. 
The Kungwo Wenchow brought 20 
American 
missionaries from ( h in - 
ehiang. They reported the city, was 
being looted and fires were raging 
when they left. 
The only disturbance reported

Shanghai was an unruly meeting of 
postoflice employes debating whether 
to return to work. The meeting was 
dispersed and all workers returned 
to their jobs this morning.

ese soldiers started firing at ns.

Finally Cantonese troops almost

Shanghai, March 26—(10.20 
p. 


M.)—<U.R)—Evacuation of foreigners" 
from the interior of the Yangtze 
valley -was proceeding rapidly today 
and in this city, tension -was -increas- 
ing rapdly as night fell. 
All posts 


•were heavily guarded 
and U. S. 


Marines -were sent to another post 
in the lines supporting the British 
in the western sector. 


Anti-foregia feeling was growing 


in Shanghai today 
as resentment 


against the bombardment of Nan- 
king by British and American gun- 
boats -was fanned toy native agita- 
tors. Heavy guards were on duty at 
all outposts of the foreign settle- 
ment and armed patrols circulated 
•between the posts. 


The steamer Kungwo Wenc.hoa, 


carrying 
200 foreigners, 
mostly 


Americans, from Nanking and other 
dangerous interior 
points 
arrived 


here today. Hundreds of Americans 
and Britshers gathered at the dock 
to .meet the 'boat, hoping for word 
from friends and relatives 
in the 


interior. 


Many at the dotek were wives of 


men who remained at their posts in 
Nanking and elsewhere after send- 
ing their families to the relative saf- 
ety of Shanghai. 


The Kungwo Weuchow brought 20 


American missionaries from Chin- 
ehiang. They reported the city, 'was 
•being looted and fires were raging 
when they left. 


The only disturbance reported 
in 


Shanghai was an unruly meeting ,of 
postoffiee employes debating whether 
to return to work. The meeting was 
dispersed and all workers returned 
to their jobs this morning. They had 
been on strike since the Cantonese 
captured the city. 


Radicals among the Cantonese 


reported to have advocated holding 
tip the mails as an annoyance to 
foreigners. 


The last of the foreigners 
were

of Europeans and Americans who
